IHTA lawyer Nelson Dong re- 
quested that a city building im- 
spector testify that the building 
would pass code standards. If so， 
then FEour Seas would have Do 
reason to advocate immediate 
demolition of the building. 


However，Brown curtly dis- 
missed Dong's motion . 


Last Friday，the jury had cast 
over 12 ballots before they sent a 
miessage to Brown that the dead- 
lock was hopeless. 


Brown had asked them three 
times before to carefully consider 
the case and arrive at a verdict， 
Each time there seemed a possibil- 
ity，however slim，that a verdict 
still existed . 


However，after the jurys mes- 
sage to Brown, he took the matter 


out of the hands of the jury and 
made a directed verdict in favor of 
FEour Seas， 

DANMACES 

Brown then called in the jury 
and asked them to make a decision 
about damages. 

The $4,000 figure the jury 
awarded Eour- Seas is very low， 
since the corporation Was seeking 
$72,000. 

The damages Four Seas claims 
is a result of the tenants with- 
holding rent ever since Four Seas 
began the court action in Nov- 
ember，1974，Since Four Seas 
received $4,000 monthly rent， the 
jury could have awarded them 18 
months worth of back rent. 

Jurors later said that the firs 
ballot was 7-5 in favor of the 
tenants. But after the jury tried to 
arrive at a comprIomise decision， 
the finaltally was 7-5 in favor of 
Four Seas. 

Juror Gilbert Love said after the 
trial that some jurors did not 
understand the linkup between 
the board of directors and Four 
Seas itself. 

Jurors felt that board member 
Jack Wong gave doubtful testi- 
mony (much of his deposition 
and testimony was refuted by 
Several apeople during the triaj)， 
but felt he was only speaking for 
himself，not for the _ corporation， 
said Love， 

“Had people been clear that the 
board of directors WAS Four Seas， 
the vote might have come out in 
favor of the tenants,” said Love， 

Those affected by the eviction 
include the International 再 otel， 
the Kearney Street Workshop, the 
Asian Community Center, 了 very- 
body's Bookstore， and the 
Mabuhay Restaurant. 口 
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Community people who for years have Supported the 
the tenants of the International Hotel would be disappointed 
at Judsge Ira Brown's ruling last week In favor of the Four 
Seas Corporation. Even though the damages of $4,000 is a 
comparatively small sum and the appeal may take years, the 
Judge'sruling still comes as a shock to the tenants, most of 
whom are elderly and in poor health. | 

Our hearts go out to these old folks， Regardless of the 
outcome of the final legal battle，our comrmunity should 
rally in a Concerted effort to see that they are cared for. 

We want to repeat our position that we do not oppose 
foreign investments in our community， We are against only 
those investors whose wheeling and dealings have interrupted 
community life and brought sufferings to residents of this 
area.

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Sinkiang 
Learns New 
Alphabet 


HONG KONG 一 The newly 
adopted Latinized form of the 
written Uighur and Kazakh lan- 
guages is well-received by the 

-people living in -the vast Sinkiang 
Uighur region of northwest China， 
according to a Hsinhua report 
from China， 

Abdul Salam, aleading member 

.of the Sinkiang Committee for 
Language Reform told reporters 
that over two million people in the 
region have now mastered the 
new Latin alphabetics， 

The Uighurs had used Turkic 
and Huihu and a few other scripts 
in the past. It was only in the 1 lth 
century that they gradually began 
using the Arabic script，The 
Kazakhs had also been using the 
Arabic script for several hundred 
yearsS， 

These old written scripts had 
played their role in history，said 
Salam.， But the new script can 
better serve “today's development 
in the political，economic and 
cultural fields and the changes in“ 
the spoken languages，he added. 

In the Soviet Union, the Uighurs 
and Kazakhs have abandoned the 
Arabic scripts for Cyrillic ones， 
(了 ast/West 4/28/176) 

In Sinkiang, the Latinized form 
is now used on stamps，house 
number plates，newspapers，text- 

books，tickets，trade marks and 
telegrams: 

The report said that the new 
Scripts are easier to master than 
Arabic forms, They also facilitate 
typing， printing， and tele- 
communications. 

There are about 5 to 7 million 
Turkic-speaking Uighurs and 
Kazakhs in China today.

It seemed like total chaos in that 
inner Ioom with a _ number of 
desks squeezed close together， 
piles of papers on each desk, and a 
number of people working away， 
mostly on the telephones. Either 让 
was a crisis Situation with the 
ongoing strike or they were earn- 
ing their pay. 

After:signing the necessary 
forms，I returned to the outer 
room to wait for things to happen， 
For the next ten minutes，I was 
greeted by library people, many of 
whom were former co-workers 
and bosses of mine, .and duly 
congratulated. To include my par- 
ents，I introduced them to every- 
oneIcould, translating names and 
titles_ into Chinese as best as I 
could. 

At one time, I would have been 
ashamed to have to speak to them 
in Chinese in _ front of whites， 
“Why can't they speak English like 
other educated peoplep Why cant 
they dress and_act like whitesP” 工 
once thought. 

But no longer do I feel that 
way. Seeing their proud faces 
amidst the sea of white faces, Ifelt 
proud that they were my parents 
and that they had chosen to come， 
It didnt matter 计 they belonged 
or not. They were the most 
honest，hardworking，real people 
to me, They had worked all their 
lives (my father was a janitor， my 
mother still a seamstress) to _ raise 
six children in Cum Sahn. And 
now they could boast that one of 
their daughters had received spec- 
ial recognition from the Mayor. I 
was bursting with happiness and 
love that somehow Ihad been able 
to make them happy and proud， 

The Mayor walked by before I 
reajly recognized him. Right after 
he swore us in as new Library 
Commissioners，he walked out 
again. 工 didnt realize until after 
the ceremony that my Parents 
were disappointed that they did 


not have an opportunity to shake 
the Mayors hand. That was what 
they were looking forward to. I 
could have kicked myself for not 
realizing that earlier” I would 
have been 8g&lad to_. forfeit the 
handshake to them. It certainly 
would have meant a lot more to 
thenm . 

Since the inauguration，friends 
and colleagues have called to 
congratulate me and I have been 
invited to_ one celebration after 
another. All of a .sudden Im

DISCIPLINE 

Demonstrating profound disci- 
pline for his age，he reads chess 
books like other kids in the neigh- 
borhood thumbing through comic 
books，And，1like any other good 
chess player，he puts those tactics 
he reads about to _ practice in 
weekly bouts held under strict 
tournament conditions， 

He is a fast player for hbis age 一 
moving 40 pieces in 90 minutes 一 
although his longest game passed 
the five-hour mark，The longest 
game by a grand master is slightly 
over 100 hours straight. 

Bobby Fisher has said that chess 
is 20 percent genius and 80 per- 
cent worK. Achieving high verbal 
and mathematics grades at Ran- 
cho Verde Elementary，where he 
is a fourth-grader，Kenny seems to 
have the genius，with plenty of 
time ahead of him to put it to 
Work. 

Kenny averages five tour- 
naments a year, on top of the time 
he spends each Wednesday even- 
ing down at the Fremont Comm- 


unity Center，where the Fremont

Kenny's chess teacher，Shorman 
has taught three masters and 3 
national high school champion， 
The youngster has already noticed 
up a few tournament champion- 
ships，often defeating older and 
more experienced opponents， 

In September 1974，the family 
took Kenny along to\Palo Alto to 
watch brother Randy play in the 
first Palo Alto Chess Open Tour- 
Damenit. 

COOL 

Just for fun，Kenny entered the 
competition _ he pulled down a 
cool first place in the 18-years- 
and-under category,. -He cele- 
brated his eighth birthday just 
before the open was held. 

Last August，he captured first 
place in the U.S$， Open ,Chess 
Tournament for persons aged 10 
and under held in San Diego. 
Since competition is based on 
overall Scores，Kenny played 
against persons all over age 15 but 


still achieved the highest score of 


all competitors Under 10 years，

that provided a source of Pride. 
The new immigrants could prac- 
tice their English daily with the 
butcher，the grocer，the iceman 
and the postman，and still fall 
back on, their native tongues in 
their own communities， 

The Vietnamese, however, have 
been slow both to find jobs that 
pay well and to learn the English 
language. 

According to the Department of 
Health， 了 ducation and Welfare 
(HEVW) 80 percent of the heads of 
are Row em- 
ploved.，Yet the percentage of 
refugee families on public assis- 
tance has been rising since Sep- 
tember 1975， As of mid-March 
this year，one-quarter were Te- 
ceiving welfare payments， 

Even among those who have 
found jobs, many pay So meagerly 
that the refugees still qualify for 
some form of public assistance. In 
an October 了 975 survey，three- 
quarters of the 1500 families 


_polled were earning less than 


$5,000 a year，with an average of 
Dver five persons per family. 

HEW and volunteer agencies 
have placed top priority on job- 
placement programs and voca- 
tional training. But competition 
for jobs is especially keen in the 
warm-climate states，where most 
of the refugees have migrated. 


Two-fifths of them have settled 
into five states，three of which 一 
California， Florida and Wash- 
ington 一 rank in the top ten ip 
unemployment.， Of the 50,000 
refugees who are living in Cali- 
fornia，nearly half are receiving 


-Welfare. 


SUFFICIENCY - 

Yet Vietnamese can be counted 
upon to work long and hard 
hours, as long as they believe their 
jobs are leading toward future 


self-sufficiency. 


When working with volunteer 
agencies in Vietnam 工 knew a 
restaurant owner Who 1liked to 
quote a proverb Summing UP 
Vietnamese Preference for self-

longerhours.“It is better to be the 
head of a chicken than the tail of 
an elephant, he would say. 

The Vietnamese stress PITOSPeT- 
ity through community or family- 
run enterprises rather than indivi- 
dual success and status. And they 
prefer owning land or working ip 
partnerships to life as urban wage 
earners， 

One Catholic priest who has 
sponsored 600 refugees 一 an entire 
village of Catholic fishing beople--

two exams，none had failed and 
none had dropped out，despite

BARRIER 

Communication has been 3 
major stumbling block in finding 
employment. Despite their year in 
the U.S.，many Vietnamese still 
cant use the telephone well 
enough to leave their names and 
numbers to be called back,， Many 
have not yet learned the names of 
streets they live on ， 

They didnt need'to learn Eng- 
lish in their first months here in 
refugee camps. But even those 
who now have jobs and study 
English in class often dont Prac- 
tice the new language outside the 
classroommn. 了 

One Dig reason，they say，is 
their feeling of isolation amid the 
hurried，impersonal life of Amer- 
ican cities， wheie others show 
impatience toward their faltering 
English and they can run their 
daily errands without speaking to 
a single soul.

Many refugees complain that 
they feel very alone，Americans 
lack feelings，they say; they are 
cold; they are naive about life. 
The refugees seem to have little 
confidence in and little wish to

DECISION 

It is too early to say whether 
most Vietnamese refugees  w 这 
eventually decide to return home. 

Their reasons for leaving in the 
first Place 一 fear of being caught 
in the fighting or in a bloodbath 一 
no longer Seem to exist. Numerous 
refugees even say they had no idea 
they were coming to America at 


. all. They just wanted to go out to . 


sea or to anothef part of Vietnam 
until the fighting ended. 

One 20-year-old unemployable 
recently told me，“I lived near the 
Khu Dan Sinh market (in Saigon) 
on the river， Many people were 
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_ VIETNAMESE REFUGEES STILL ISOLATED FROM AMERICA 


getting into boats，so my friend 
andI went to see; we got pushed 
further and further onto boats 
further out in the river， 

“TI _ got separated from my 
friend，and I esouldnt get back. 
We sailed five days，and the next 
thing 工 knew, I was 雇 Singapore， 
Then we sailed to Guam，My 
family still doesnt know what 
happened to me.” 

Vietnamese have a 4;000-year 
history of loyalty to their country 
and successful defense of its inde- 
pendence. Their sovereignty as 3 
people and a _ culture is a central 
Source of their identity and Pride. 

In a few years it is entirely likely 
that many wW 记 have decided to 
return home, Many Vietnamese in 
France，for instance，have asked 
to_ go home now that the war is 
over, after a long, voluntary exile. 

Over half the refugees inter- 
viewed here in San Francisco hope 
diplomatic relations with Vietnam 
will soon be resumed，making 
communication with their families 
easier. Then they would be able to 
make the critical decision to leave 
or stay based on first-hand contact 
rather tham fear and second-hand 
inforamtion . 

For most，years of waiting and 
indecision lie ahead.

Chung Ming Ho 


“The largest is _ the Sun Mei 
farm,”said his partner，Ceorge 
Wu，who worked as an engineer 
and a reporter on Taiwan. “Sun 
Mei makes 20,000 pounds a day.” 


You may not know 这，but 
you re eating ya choy (bean 
SpIouts) when you have egg rolls， 
chop suey, or the vegetables mixed 
with those redolent meat，fow]， 
fish, or lo mein dishes. 


He has a few expert field hands 
for the farm: his wife，Mrs. Bin 
Ho; their son，Steve，20，and 
daughter，Har，18，who helps 
after school，She was off in a 
corner doing homework while 
another daughter，Aileen，9，was 
trying to keep her restless kidq 
brother David, 2, out of mischief . 


Har graduates from high school 
in June and will go on to college， 
So will Aileen and David when.。 
their time comes，Steve stopped 
his_ schooling because the farm 
needed an extra hand. 


Ho and his wife grew up on a 
farm_ outside Canton. When Ho 
was drafted into the Chinese 
Army, his wife and Steve, then 2， 
left to live with relatives in Hong 
Kong. Ho said that he got to be a 
captain，but after five years felt 
hed had it，got into civilian 
clothes and-. joined a group of 
1,000 who made their way overT 
the mountains into Hong 玉 ong. 


“TI missed my wife and son，and 
Ididnt like the life in China. Bad. 
Very bad.” 

BETTER LIVINCG 

Mrs, Ho was working in a Hong 
Kong clothing factory. He got a 
job there，too. After five years 
they saved enough to get here. Ho 
was a delivery man for a noodle 
factory when he discovered there 
was a better living in cellar 
farming，and became Wu's part- 
ner， 


In Taiwan,， Wu worked for an 
English language daily， He 
learned his English in Taiwan's 
Agricultural College _ where he 
studied engineering. For a time he 
was an engineer for the American 
company that built the island 's 


biggest military airfield,， He came 


here in 1968. -

The cellar farm is in alarge 
rectangular room，warmn and 
moist with theslight bitter smell of 
bean sprouts， 

Wu lifted a handful of small 
green beans, smaller than peas， 

“They are mung beans， We 
start with them， Originally they 
came from China，but now they 
come from Thailand and other 
Places. The variety we use comes 
from Texas.” 

RUNNING WATER 

He explained how theyre cul- 
tivated，The temperature is kept 
between 65 and 75 degrees at all 
times，The beans are first mois> 
tened in barrels，then transferred 
to Six large bins where they're kept 
wet for two. days by a_ steady 
Stream of water from overhead 
jets. They're moved back into the 
barrels for 36 hours，and finally 
put into a big porcelain=tiled tank 
for two days，where they're 
washed by running water. 

“The covers come off and the 
bean sprout expands,， Wu said. 
“The original bean,， one-eighth of 
an inch，grows to two inches.… 
“Some people like short and fat 
sprouts，and some, long and skin- 
ny, ”said Ho. “We make short and 
fat. But 这 you soak it one more 
day youhave long and skinny.” 

Their short and fat are packed 
in 30 and 60 pound plastic bags to 
be shipped oft，Theyre whole- 
Saled at 14 cents a pound. A 100- 
pound bag of mung beans costs 
them $40. 

“But 100 pounds of mung pro- 


duces 800 pounds of ya choy,， Ho 


Said. 
“They re cheap and nourishing 
and non-fattening, ”said Wu, 

They must eat a lot of bean 
SDIOUts， 

“Only sometimes,，” Wu ad- 
mitted，Tm a steak man.” 

Mrs.， Ho _ laughedq: “With my 
husband it's not even Sometimes,” 
She said. “His favorite is lobster
